Williamson, W. Va., March 21.—The 


1G defendants tried in . connection with 
the death, of Albert C. Felts who was 
killed during the Matewan gun fight 
lajst May 30, were today found not guilty 
by a jury in the Minfco county circuit 
court. 


Tne defendants were formally dis- 
charged by Judge R. D. Bailey presid 
ing, but were remanded to jail pending 
bond arrangements on six other.indict- 
ments charging th-e men with having 
been implicated in the death of six oth- 
er private, detectives killed with Felts. 


The trial consumed 46 days, News of 
the acquittal was shouted to "a large 
group of miners standing at a window 
outsido the court -room and ,the an- 
nouncement was'received with .enthusi- 
asm. Wives and relatives of. the.Mate- 
wanians stood on 
the porch of the 


county jail and received their kin with 
open arms. Williamson residents re- 
ceived the verdict quietly and there' 
were no demonstrations aside from 'a 
outburst of cheers from miners who had 
stood vigil since early morning. 


A coal miners' strike has been in pro- 
gress in .Mingo county coal fields since 
July, 1919. 
Organizers of the United 


Mino Workers Union sought to unionize 
the districts both in Mingo county and 
Pike county on the Kentucky side of 
the border. 
Nearly a year later tfie 
Stone Mountain Coal corporation en- 
gaged the 
Baldwin-Felts 
'Detective 
agency to evict striking miners' fami- 
lies from the company houses in which 
they were living. On May 19, 1920, a 
party of private detectives headed by 
Albert C. Felts carried out the evictions. 
After a day fraught with argument be- 
tween operatives and city officials the 
party finished its work and prepared to 
depart from Matewan on an early even- 
ing train. 


Upon leaving their hotel Albert Felts 
and his men stopped in front of a- 
hardware store. The leader and Mayor- 
C. C. Testurman engaged in a contro- 
versy and while they stood close to each 
other talking a shot was tired. 
in an instant rifles and pistols bark- 


ed from, sail directions and before the 
shooting ended Felts, Testerman, six 
other members of the -Ualdwin Felts 
party and two other residents fell mor- 
tally wounded in the main streets of 
the village. 
Twenty three men of'Matewan were 


indicted by it grand jury at Williamson 
in connection with the death of Felts. 
At the outset of the trial which began 
on January 2G, the cases against sev 
eral of the defendants were dismissed 
and as the taking of testimony progress 
ed others were discharged on motion of 
the prosecution. When the jury took 
the ease the fate of but 16 of the orig 
inal defendants remained to be deter 
mined. One of those to await a verdict 
was Sid Hatfield, Matewan's chief of 
police and around whom a majority por- 
tion of the testimony was entwined. 
During the closing arguments of coun- 
sel reference was made to Hatfield's 
marriage to the widow of Testerman 
two weeks after the latter was killed. 
Mrs. 
Hatfield has been in constant at- 


tendance at court since the trial began.

PREPARING TURF FOR FUEL 


New Method, Said to Have Originated 


in Ruccia, May Result in Reliev- 


ing Shortage. 


A 'new method of drying turf to re- 


lieve the serious fuel shortage In Fin- 
land has been put in operation In vari- 
ous Scandinavian countries. 
The new 


method was invented by engineer's 
working under orders from the Rus- 
sian soviet government, to find a more 
labor-saving method of preparing turf 
as fuel for the great central power sta- 
tion near Moscow, the process-being 
made know n in Finland through an es- 
caping engineer. 
The 
fundamental 


principle of the process Is quite sim- 
ple. Tlie raw turf in the swamp, by u 
powerful jet of water under a pressure 
of '20 atmospheres, is freed from all 
ykl roots and changed to thin mud. 
This is pumped out on a drying field 
and spread in layers. When sufficient- 
ly dry it is cut Into bricks of uniform 
size by means of a tractor. The turf 
pump is constructed like an ordinary 
water turbine, is reversible with aid of 
electric motor, is equipped with a cut- 
ting apparatus which completes the 
work of the water jet, and can be 
raised or lowered as the surface of tlie 
mud varies. The entire equipment is 
mounted on n car which can be pushed 
forward or backward on rails along the 
Hue of work.—Scientific American.

Cotton Stalk* Will Furni»h Paper. 
Tlie possibilities of cotton stalks as 


a source of paper have long been sus- 
pected and experiments in this direc- 
tion have been made, but for one rea- 
son or another it has never prerved 
quite practical. 


The nearest approach to succe«e has 


been made recently, and It is an- 
nounced that there is a plant ;it 
Greenwood, Mass., where 50 tons of 
paper are made every day from three 
times that amount of stalk. 


Certain thin tubular fiber in the 


plant will make excellent cellulose for 
durable papers. It is strong and flex- 
ible. If a quarter of the annual sup- 
ply of the cotton .stalks of the South 
were put to this use each year there 
would be no need of a paper shortage 
In this country.
